surface area A2, and the ratio A2/A1 is between about 1.17 and 1.42." 

DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-10 
are allowable since the art of record neither anticipate or makes obvious a barrel of a 
gun having an array of concave depressions arranged and to the extent as claimed. 
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The most pertinent prior art of record is Holland et al (D283042 and D283040) and 
Behling (6324780). The design patents appear to show features on the barrel, but do 
not show sufficient structure to anticipate the claim (it is not clear whether the circular 
features on the barrel are holes or depressions). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
